ON THE SUMMIT O f MO DNT LOLA, 


The United States Geodetic Survey 


party, under Prof. George Davidson, 
have at lest located a stadon and ob- 
servatory, on the top of Mt. Lola, 
six miles from

Lake Hotel. Considerable difficulty 
Las been experienced in getting the 
material and supplies needed bv the 
party from bore to the summit of the 
mountain. From Truokee to Inde 
pendenee Lake there is a passably 
Kood wagon road, but from 
the 


Lake to the foot of the mountain 
every article had to be packed on 
mules. From the base to the sum- 
mit was the hardest task, as the 
mountain is covered with snow rang- 
ing from four to fifteen feet in depth, 
aud too soft to bear the weight of a 
mule.

THE LKGALTENDKn TBST CASE. 


The legal tender test case, which is

Blatchforil desired to render a pro 
forma decision in fuvov of the validity 
of the law, out of a natural desire not to 
contravene or seem to upset the decision 
of the Supreme Court heretofore made 
on this question, but to send it directly 
and without any interference of his to 
the Supreme Court for its adjudication 
It is understood that General Butler 
favors this disposition, as he desires to 
have thf question decided by the Su- 
preme Court as early 
as possible. 


Everything is in trim, therefore, to have 
the case brought before the October 
term of the Court, and the decision, 
which, whatever way it may turn, will 
be of very great importance, may be an- 
nounced by January or February next.

Inas 
much as we have it from an ancient 
associate and admirer of Lis, and o 
fervid advocate of the new Constitu 
tion, that not even Kearney is right- 
eous, there seems to be no earthly 
reason why the celestial and aveng- 
ing fires should be any longer with- 
held, and bold speculators will per- 
haps begin at once to sell San Fran- 
cisco real estate and mortgages abort. 


Kentucky whisky, according to 


the Louisville Courier-Journal, owes, 
its excellence to the superiority of 
the grain, the quality of the lime- 
stone water, and the slow prooeas 
of distillation. Bourbon generally 
contains 70 per cent, corn, 15 rye. 
and 15 malt, while rye whisky is 
made of rye and malt. The ingred- 
ients are stirred into mash in a bugh 
tub, and then put into fermenting 
vessels. Yeast is used 
to hasten 


fermentation, except for sour-mash 
whisky. The process is not much 
unlike beer making. The liquid is 
next distilled twice, and becomes 
whisky in about a week from tho 
start. 


Prof. Cohn of Breslau has been 


lately making experiments with the 
electric lijjht on the eyes of a number 
of persons for the purpose of testing 
its inSuenco on visual perception 
and the sensation of color. He has 
found that letters spots and colors, 
are perceived at a much 
great- 


er distance through the medium of 
electric light than by day or gas light. 
Tho sensation of yellow was increas 
ed sixtyfold compared to daylight, 
of red sixfold, and of green and blue 
about twofold. Eyes that could only 
with difficulty perceive and distin- 
guish colors 
by 
daylight 
or 


gaslight were much aided by the 
electric light, and the visual percep- 
tion was also much strengthened. 


^Etna's eruptions ore subsiding, 


after threatening the cities and vil- 
lages in its vicinity. 
Its previous 


eruptions on a large scale number 
about se centy, dating from the sup- 
posed period of the Trojan war to 
that of 1868. The eruptions of 1869 
was very extensive, and caused wide- 
spread ruin. The Java stream flowed 
fifteen miles to the sea in twenty days 
going over the walls of Catania, which 
had been raised to a bight of sixty 
feet to protect the city.

TUB ROMANCE OP Til 1C ISTHMUS. 


. [From the New Tork Herald.) 


The public interest excited by the In- 


ternational Congress assembled in Paris 
to decide upon a route for a ship canal 
between the Atlantic and Pacific oceans 
recalls attention to the fact that this 
question of the shortest and moat feas- 
ible route for the commerce of Europe 
with the extreme East played a mighty 
part four centuries ago in promoting not 
only the discovery of the two Americas 
but that of the greater portion of the 
African continent as well. Indeed, it 
was the school of hardy explorers formed 
'in Portugal by Prince Henry, the nav- 
igator, in the second half of the fif- 
teenth century, which trained Columbus 
for his destined work and thus inaug- 
urated the great movement of conquest 
and colonization which renders forever 
memorable the beginning of the six- 
teenth century. 


Inasmuch as the voyage of Columbus 


established as a fact tho rotundity of 
earth and the consequent possibility of 
sailing, as he hoped to sail, from Spain 
westward to Grand Cathay, and the en- 
chanted realms where "the gorgeous 
east, with richest hand, showers on her 
kings barbaric pearls and gold," it is 
usually taken for granted that Colum- 
bus was a man whose ideas in geography 
were more correct than those of his 
scientific contemporaries. It is com- 
mon to depict his appearance before the 
"Geographical Congress" of Saluaiiun i 
—the prototype of that of Parib lo-a ./ 
—in the attitude of demonstrating, 
globp in hand, to astonished and reluct- 
ant friars, the heretical doctrine of the 
rotunditity of the earth. A noted pic- 
ture in the Corcoran Gallery at Wash- 
ington enforces this traditional view, 
and the incident is one that has been 
frequently cited as a conflict between 
science, typified by Columbus, and re- 
ligious superstition, personified in the 
doctors of Salamanca. 


The fact is quite the reverse of this 


picture. On the specific point at issue 
Columbus was wrong and the doctors of 
Salamanca were quite right. The ques- 
tion was not as to the rotundity of the 
earth. That was a doctrine familiar to 
all scholars from the days of the old 
Greek philosophers, and it had been 
lucidly advocated by Tosoanelli and 
many other geographers of the fifteenth 
century, years before the earliest voyage 
of Columbus. Tho real question was 
as to the size of the earth. Columbus 
maintained until his death the opinion 
that the circumference of the eurth was 
little more than half what it is now 
known to be, and expected to reach 
Grand Cathay by sailing two thousand 
miles westward from Cadiz. The doc- 
tors of Salamanca maintained that the 
distance was far greater, and their's a 
prior decision, though adverse to the 
views of Columbus, was entirely in eon 
formity with the exact knowledge of the 
succeeding century. 


When Columbus sailed from Palos in 


1492 it was not the discovery of a new 
continent that he sought, but a shorter 
route to Eastern Asia—piecisely the 
same problem now being discussed at 
the Paris Congress. As is well known, 
he believed until death that he had 
found the Indies, identified Cuba with 
Japan and various points of the Spanish 
Main with the countries desciibed by 
Marco Polo. As, however, the legions 
in question did not correspond to previ- 
ous expectations, it was the great object 
of Columbus to push westward to the 
real, recognizable Indies—the Indies of 
Vasco de Gama and of Portuguese com- 
merce then carried on by the Cape of 
Good Hope. The conquerors of Mexico 
bore letters addressed to the Grand 
Mogul and to the heirs of Pester John. 
The second, third and fourth voyages of 
Columbus were all directed to the object 
of finding a route by sea to the Spice 
Islands and the realmb of the Indian 
Peninsula, and in pursuance of this ob- 
ject he coasted in 1502 and 1503 along 
the northern shore of the long Isthmus 
of Darien or Panama as far as the Mos- 
quito coast. He resided for some time 
m and received a ducal title from tho 
region of Teragua, northwest of Pana- 
Va, within the present limits of Colum- 
bia. Only the mutiny of his crew pre- 
vented him from making a permanent 
settlement there. 


The ideas of Columbus were shared 


by his companions and successors, nud 
did not receive their deathblow until the 
voyage of Hernando de Magallanes in 
1521 revealed the vast extent of the 
Pacific Ocean. The 
"South Sea," 


though discovered from a "peak in 
Darien" by Vasco Nunez de Balboa, in 
1513, was then supposed to be a mere 
gulf of the Indian Ocean. When the 
original idea of the small size of the 
earth and the consequent nearness of 
the Spanish Main to the "Golden Ind" 
was proven false and reluctantly sur- 
rendered explorers like Cortes did not 
cease to search for a passage through 
the Western continent to the goal of their 
wishes in the extreme East. The Isth- 
mu s of Panama or Darien was naturally 
the centre of this search, but it was 
continued in more northern and more 
southern dimes for a full century later. 
Frobisher navigated the Arctic Ocean 
and Hendrick Hudson the river and 
bay which bear his name with the same 
expectation. The settlers in Virginia 
in 1G10 hoped that the Chickahominy 
River, now famous on other grounds, 
might prove the long sought waterway 
to the Indies. The "secret of 
the 


strait" was as fascinating a problem to 
the men of the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries as the quest of Captain 
Kidd's money has been in our own time. 


The first person who proposed a ship 


canal between the oceans seems to have 
been the celebrated conquerer of Mexico, 
Hernando Cortes. He acquired large es- 
tates in Oaxaca and on the Isthmus of 
Tehuantepec, with a view to the con- 
struction of such a canal, which he pro- 
posed to the Spanish Government in 
1520. 
The first project of a Darien 


canal proper—between Chagres and the 
Kio Grande—was advocated in 1528 by 
the Governor of Panama, then the chief 
seat of Spanish authority for South 
America. The project was revived at 
intervals for nearly half a century, until 
Philip II., for political reasons not 
clearly apparent, but probably con- 
nected with his jealousy of British Com- 
merce, forbade the subject to be again 
mooted. It consequently slumbered in 
Spanish archives for a couple of centu- 
ries more, but was sporadically taken up 
by navigators or adventurers of other 
cations. 


The buccaneering exploits of Drake, 


Probisher, Hawkins and their cpmpeer 
in the vigorous days of "Good. Queen 
Bess" had the Isthmus of Panama,fo 
their centre, as did those of Morgan in 
the following century. 
The coasts o 


the Pacific from Cape Horn to Alta Cal 
Vornia were ravaged and spoiled by 
these bold mariners, who kept up a pi 
ratical station upon an island in the Ba' 
of Panama, while other of their asso 
elates performed similar exploits in the 
Caribbean Sea and along the Spanish 
Main. 
Th'e thrilling episodes of the 


capture of Porto Bello in 1668 aud o 
Panama in 1671 by Sir Henry Morgan 
will not easily be forgotten by "those whc 
have read them in the graphic pages o 
Esquemeling's "Buccaneers of Amer 
ica." At the close of the seventeenth 
century William Paterson, one of th< 
founders of the Bank of England, en 
acted that singular episode of a Scottish 
colony on the Isthmus which forms th< 
subject of Eliot Warburton's historica 
romance, "Darien, or the Merchan 
Prince." 


Instances might be indefinitely multi- 


plied to show the fascination which that 
narrow neck of land, connecting two 
continents and dividing two oceans, has 
exerted for centuries upon the imagina 
tion of priests, warriors and merchants 
It was at Panama that the conquest o 
Peru was planned in 1524 by the famous 
triumvirate consisting of Pizarro, Luque 
and Almagro. The same region was the 
scene of heroic labors by Jesuit mission 
aries, -nho frequently fell a sacsifice to 
UIP in-(ir;e i'-iutinc!" of the rudest bar 
l-tii .u., uf eithoi America. Who tha 
read ut the time thu thrilling narative o 
the exploration of the Isthmus by Lieu- 
tenant Isaac G. Strain in 1853 can have 
forgotten the incidents of that fearfu 
struggle with fever, hunger and the dan- 
gers of the wilderness? 
Who that 


crossed the Isthmus in '49 or '50 on his 
route to El Dorado can fail to attain a 
vivid impression of experiences more 
quaint and curious than novelist ever 
predicted? 
Who that has been at- 


tacked by Isthmus brigands or suffered 
still more exasperating spoliation at the 
hands of the perennial revolutionists 
who infest that favored region but wil 
concede that the American Isthmus 
"bears the palm alone," in respeel 
to opportunities for the dims novel- 
ist. 


Henceforth the Isthmus is to be in- 


vested with on interest of a higher auc 
more permanent character. 
It will, 


doubtless, continue to afford abundant 
harvests of thrilling incident, but it is 
in the capacity of a great highway of the 
world's commerce that it will chiefly 
figure in works of referense. Tha annals 
of exploration are already long, but a 
page of honor will be reserved for the 
heroes who shall carry to completion 
the most fascinating enterprise whicli 
now invites the toil of human hands and 
brain.
